"Amazingly co-operative" was the 
description laviahed on the Univer- 
sity's student body In a statement 
issued late last evening by Aldricli 
DuranCChlcf Air Raid Warden of 
the Harvard District. 

Durant Thanka Students 

"In behalf of myself and the Uni- 
versity," Durant added, "I should 
like to thank wardens, voluntary 
police spotters, students and all oth- 
ers connected with the practice for 
their parts in the blackout" 

The sirens wailed promptly at ten 
o'clock, and, within two minutes the 
University had blacked all its lights 
except for a few isolated spots. 
Traffic was stopped, and pedes- 
trians were herded indoors, where 
they remained until the all clear 
signal was given at 10.30. 
Fire Breaks Out 

Only emergency to occur during 
the drill happened when fire broke 
out in the Boston Elevated yards at 
Memorial Drive and Boylston 
Street. Defence workers and fire 
lighters sped to the blaze and were 
aW to extinguish it. Auxiliary fire 
man . turned in the alarm, and those 
' fire engines who were decided to 
take care of the "Incident" used 
specially made "blackout lights" 
while'going to and from the yards, 
Two Sirens 

There were two riiens used In the 
drill, one located atop ^Widener 
Library, the other situated in Cen 
tral Square. They were supplement 
ed by about ten factory whistles lo- 
cated lit various districts around 
Cambridge,' and the resulting din 
oeuld be heard over much of the 
Greater Boston area. 

So perfect was the blackoul that,' 
according to some, the only light 
not extinguished in Cambridge was 
a "tilt" sign on > pinball machine 
in Mike's Club. : ; ; .

Tiws^hven sent from England to 
Cauda^shortly afterwards.

lUchard Talks 
To Pre-Meds 

Nomination 
Requirements 
Are Announced 



At a meeting, of the Pre-Medical 
Society, yesterday afternoon,:,, Dr, 
Andre. J. Richard told theistudehts 
about, his experiences as a Roent 
genologlst In France during the 
first World War and also during 
the 1040 blitzkrieg. 

Dr. .Richard spoke of his student 
days in Paris, where as professor 
of physics he was a collaborator of 
the Curies. After Pierre Curie's 
death, this professor introduced him 
to Mme. Curie, whom he described 
as "a. magic personality." Thus he 
resolved to undertake the same line 
of work. 

The French scientist pointed out 
to the pre-Meds that during , the 
course of their medical studies they 
would find one subject of partic- 
ular interest to them, that.wotild 
help shape their whole medical oiit- 
look. As In his, own' casei 'there 
would be some man or woman who 
would direct and shape the life of 
each student-doctor. 

In occupied- France, Dr. Richard 
said, there were manyjpeople to be 
treated, but there was comparative- 
ly little to be done In X-ray work, 
After relating an anecdote about 
the correspondence, or lack of It, 
between occupied and unoccupied 
zones, the Roentgenologist conclud 
ed his narrative by telling of his 
long journey to Spain, thence to 
Portugal and finally to Canada.' 

■When Dr. Richard was thanked 
by a member of the society. It was 
announced that nominations for the 
executive posts should be handed in 
signed by at least three names. .

Post-war Aid 
Is Reviewed 

Details of Help 
To Ex-service Men 
Published Again 

Under the mechanics announced 
last November 27 for the plan to 
re-habilitate ex-service men back 
Into university life, the Minister of 
Pensions and National Health may 
make grants under the following 
conditions: 

No man, If single, may receive 
more than nine dollars per week, 
nor may a married man exceed the 
maximum of thirteen dollars for 
the same length of time. 

Grants wlU be made to such per- 
sons as arc pursuing vocational, 
technical, or other educational 
training, provided that the Mlnls- 
t« approves • such, tr^^^^ being 
advahtageoils ' In tee' securing of 
employment, and if a satisfactory 
proficiency is maintained. 

Dischargees who were regularly 
enrolled .ih; a. ' University before 
serving, and who re-enter within 
fifteen months after discharge, or 
those who arc admitted for the first 
time within these fifteen months 
allowing for the completion of 
matriculation studies, and for ill- 
ness— will also be paid (he above 
amounts per week as above. 

Those students who were follow 
ing graduate studies prior to en- 
listment, or who intend to take up 
that type of work ' will be paid the 
stipendium as cited if their studies 
are resumed as soon as possible, at 
the most witiiin a year. 
' Any of these three gnAips—voca 
tional, undergraduate, or graduate- 
may further receive "a payment on 
his behalf not exceeding the tuition 
fees, students' fees, and athletic 
fees or other charges and costs of 
his course. 

Grants will not be made to such 
as are receiving rehabllitaUon 
benefits or monetary compensation 
for unemployment unless the stu- 
dent's ability or his worjc be a mat- 
ter of public interest

I know that to practise it Js even 
more difficult The murder of your children, 
the raping of your^wivcs and sisters, the. de- 
struction of ^ your; houses, are things hard to 
bear. Only every man is essential, every man, 
his rifle, his bullets, his grenades. Hold your 
fire, men, hold it until you know that the noise 
in the grus is not that of a frightened wolf but 
that of thè enemy" . '. .. 

"Your '■ lives, and therefore your contribu- 
tion to the Général Offensive, yoiir share in 
the ultimate victory, depend on each and every 
bullet"... 

."There aré men from the cities with you. 
There are men from the' iinlyersiUes with you. 
Let their lack of familiarity with the mountains 
not corné between you. They are engineérs and 
doctors. The engineers will make you familiar 
with the machines of the enemy. The doctors 
will tend to the wounded. All of us are in this, 
not only the peasants." . . . 

"Your work in the small groups has been 
good. However, your knowledge of the country 
is insufficient in the light of the enemy's mobili- 
ty. You trust your knowledge against the 
enemy's Ignorance.

Thus Martinellt was called 
in to do his share for Mr. Bjoerling and proved 
that though his voice Ls not as good as in his 
golden years he is greater as an artist. Fried- 
rich Schorr also showed signs or losing his up- 
per ranges but this is not unnatural considering 
how long and merltous has been his service. 
Among the sopranos, Rcthberg. No\*otna and 
Roman were always outftanding and Rose 
Bampton was the outstanding figure vocally on 
her only appearance. Lily Djanel did not prove 
herself equal to the propaganda that preceded 
her. even though her conception of Carmen 
was different. Grace Moore and Lily Pons 
were no more and no less than hitherto. Worthy 
of honourable mention was .^.^Irid Varnay who 
doubled for Lollfl Lehmann and even though 
her voice is young and inexperienced, she 
shows all signs of being a first rate Wagnerian 
Artist. Traubel of course was magnificent. 
Rosa Bok, who sang the exceedingly difficult 
role of the Queen of The Night in the MAGIC 
FLUTE revival, proved herself a capable but 
by no means outstanding artist. In fact, it is no 
news that Miliza Korjus (record collectors will 
show her fine voice) would have made a finer 
picture vocally as well as commanding a more 
majestic appearance.

Stevens proved themselves way above alt other 
contraltos in the German, Italian and French 
roles respectively. Mclchlor was his usual full- 
voiced self and Charles Kullman was at all 
times excellent. Yet, «paccs left vacant by 
Messrf, Schipa and Bjoerling have not been 
adequately filled. Jan Pccrce proved liim.sclt 
a worthy addition to the tenor sphere. Among 
the baritones John Charles Thomas, Leonard 
Warren and Robert AVcede together with Alex- 
ander Svcd performed their tasks worthily. Tib- 
bctt was not quite up to standard. 

The bassos Pinza and Kipnis maintained 
their top form and Baecaloni's humour was al- 
ways welcome. Norman Cordon performed 
creditably well though his voice was never deep 
enough;

Traviala and 
The Magic Flute were the only revivals broad- 
cast, but neither reached the peak of perfec- 
tion as did Fidelio last season. 

Withal it was a successful year. Still there 
is a lot of room for Improvement.
